REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


FOR.-1S0 7-6. 


The administration of the larger schools has, of necessity, been 
more economical than that of the smaller ones—the expense of 
instruction, per scholar, being in the smallest school $7,03 for the 
year, as against $4.32 in the largest. 

Some schools, not numbering more than eight or nine pupils, re- 
ceived, by preference, fifteen or sixteen weeks, rather than twenty, 
in connection with a neighboring district. 

Yo other schools twenty weeks were allowed, and to No. 1, 
where the membership is so large, twenty-four weeks, and assist- 
ance half a day. Should it be thought advisable so to enlarge 
No. 1 school house, that the school could be divided into two, 
each receiving the entire care of one teacher, any seeming ine- 
quality of advantage would disappear.

‘The severity of the storm of Jan. 26 and 27 made it impossible 
for the majority of the children to attend the last two days of the 


-winter term in No t.., those therefore whose record was perfect 


up to this date have been placed on the present roll. 


The work of the school-room should conspire with the training 
of the home, to send out each child into the world as well 
equipped as possible for the work of life. ‘The pupil who has 
learned the best methods of study, who prizes knowledge enough 
to work for it, who has formed habits of clear thinking and clear 
expression, carries with him some of the best lessons that teacher 
ever taught. | 

Let our work illustrate the oft-repeated saying, that true Educa- 
tion is drawing out, or developing the faculties of the mind, rather 
than storing up any treasure, hcwever precious. ‘This purpose it 
is, which has given to all eminent instructors so large a fund of 
hope and patience to draw frcm in their wcik with the mcre back- 
ward ones, while they have not attempted the impossible task of 
b ringing all to one exact standard. 
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There has been, latterly, a strong reaction in favor of Oral In- 
struction, as superior to the simple memorizing or even mastering 
a text-book. ‘This is most useful as a stepping stone to habits of 
independent study and investigation. It would lose half its value, 
if it should degenerate into a mere lecture system, where the 
teacher did all the work, to save the pupils trouble. Let them ra- 
ther be incited by it to search for themselves, and share in the la- 
bor and delight of contributing to the general stock of informa- 
tion. 

‘There is seldom a lesson that needs to be restricted to the text 
in the book by anything but lack of time. Even the spelling reci- 
tation is full of possibilities, conducted by an enthusiastic teacher ; 
and the suggestions of a reading exercise are endless. When a teacher 
finds that, in her own readings, which she would gladly share with 
the school, she may often use such an article as an exercise in 
reading at sight. ‘The disadvantage of having but a single copy 
will probably be counterbalanced by the closer attention and great- 
er interest thus secured. 


Though we do not favor the early use of a text-book in gram- 
mar, the early use of good English cannot be too earnestly sought. 
The youngest should be helped to correct their own unfinished or 
slipshod spoken sentences, and given daily such work on slate, pa- 
per and black-board as their progress warrants. 


Geography should be recited largely from maps, and if the 
room is not furnished with such as the lesson requires, the 
classes.should have the aid of the best that can be drawn for them 
or by them. And, if the teacher is moved to give them an occa- 
sional out-of door lesson, so much the better for the work. 


It is of the Zrs¢ importance that one should understand the vea- 
son of mathematical processes, and that should be fully given in 
_ explanation of blackboard work. But, as readiness only comes by 
practice, arithmetical questions should be frequently given to the 
class, as a whole with the simple object of securing vesw//s as rap- 
idly as possible. 


As to general teaching in which the youngest may share, we 
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_ would recommend some instruction in plant or animal life, or min- 
erals of the neighborhoo1, as being more attractive and more real- 
ly valuable than statistics in history or geography. Let each 
teacher choose the department which has special interest for her, 
make her plan, and give systematic instruction in it, and she will 
soon find the school deeply interested and the little folks eager to 
make collections in the line of study. 


We would emphasize the importance of cultivating habits of 
thoughtful courtesy in all. Let requests be made of the teacher 
in a gentle, respectful manner, and corrections upon each other be 
kindly. The exchange of courtesies between teacher and pupil, 
and between pupils themselves, is delightful and has more than a 
superficial value. 


Consideration is not indulgence; it springs rather from that 
sympathetic attitude of mind, which enables one to stand in the 
child’s place and feel its need. Appreciating the difficulties with 
which each must contend, from mental habits or natural tempera- 
ment, it is able to respect each one’s individuality and recognize 
the limit of its capacities, to encourage, stimulate, forbear and re- 
‘strain. 

Certain characteristics appear with considerable regularity in 
some schools. While most parents are prompt to provide the 
books needed by their children, there are schools where the 
teachers suffer no little embarassment, and the pupils no little de- 
triment, through neglect in this respect. ‘There are other schools 
which present a striking exception to the general good record of 
punctuality. ; 


None of the school-rooms are well furnished with modern helps 
for teaching, nor does the amount of school money justifiy large 
expenditure in that direction. Globes were supplied last year at 
small expense and were made useful; but a great need in all the 
schools is of new outline maps. These would probably cost about 
one hundred dollars—too much to be taken from the school funds, 
but not too much, it would seem, to be appropriated by the town 
for the benefit of the children. 
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The heartiness and diligence of the teachers cannot be ques. 
tioned. /zfness has not, in every case, been so evident. Some 
have taught more successfully than they have governed, and some, 
perhaps, have governed more thoroughly than they have taught. 
Those who would excel must have not only something to teach, 
but a love of teaching, and not only a.love of teaching but 
something to teach and an exact scholarship. The work of 
zealous teachers, who have laid all their’ powers under tribute 
for the benefit of their schools, has been observed and appreciated 
though it may not receive individual mention.. Their satisfaction 
in the progress of their pupils must be a part of their recompense. 
As a whole, good results have been secured for the amount of time 
in which schools have been in session.
